FLOWER BULBS USED 
TO FEED DUTCH CATTLE 


Amsterdam, September 3.—It now 
transpires, according to Handelsblad, 
that the prohibition of the export of 
flower bulbs was issued with a view to 
controlling their export for abnormal 
use. By the removal of harmful in- 
gredients it was found possible to pre- 
pare very nourishing milk-producing 
cattle-foods of various sorts from the 
bulbs and last year about 200,000 kilo- 
grams of tulip bulbs went abroad as 
cattle food, presumably to Germany. 
It has now apparently been decided to 
retain any such surplus for Dutch cat- 
tle owing to the lack of fodder as a 
consequence of the stoppage of Ameri- 
can supplies, The hyacinth and nar- 
cissus bulbs, it has been learned, have 
proved valuable for industrial purposes. 

According to gardening journals, ex- 
port consents will be issued wherein 
normal use of theNbulbs is intended and 
prohibition of export will not apply to 
consignments to America, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Switzerland.

Reichstag May Be Dissolved. 

“It is considered possible that the 
reichstag will be dissolved soon after 
it reassembles and that general elec-

“Of noteworthy interest is the state- 
ment of Dr. Eduard David, socialist 
leader of the reichastag in yesterday's 
Vorwaerts, the German socialist or- 
gan.

Peace to Occupy Reichstag. 

Amsterdam, September 3.—(By Brit- 
ish Admiralty. Per Wireless Press.)— 
According to reliable authority the next 
session of the German reichstag will 
be devoted exclusively to the question 
of peace. . 

The majority has decided to chal- 
lenge the statement of the government 
regarding its minimum peace program 
and it is said the government will yield, 
with a view to peace negotiations be- 
fore Christmas. 

The German government, according 
to this authority, favors the plenipo- 
tentiaries meeting, either at The Hague, 
at Berne, or at Capenhagen, but pre- 
ferably The Hague. ; 
WILSON DENOUNCED 
BY GERMAN EDITORS. 

Berlin, September 2.—( Via London.)— 
The Vossische Zeitung, commenting on 
President Wilson's reply to the pope’s 
peate proposal, says: 


“In its style the note recalls the 
pompous political blossoms with which 
Lloyd-George heretofore has remember- 
ed the German people. Since the break- 
ing off of relations, Mr. Wilson has ap- 
propriated this manner of speech and 
in a measure has Americanized it. 

“This language is probably the out- 
ward expression of solidarity with Eng- 
land. He employs the same weapon as 
his ally, holds the alleged German 
autocracy responsible for the war and 
wants to liberate the world from this 
menace. Perhaps President. Wilson is 
not yet infermed of the disclosures 
made by General Soukhomilinoff (the 
former Russian war minister, now on 
trial for treason), and General Janu- 
chkevitch regarding~-the real incidents 


that led to the outbreak of the war: 
otherwise he would have altered his

Riga, capital of the government of 
Livonia, had a population of more than 
500,000 persons before the war, and 
aside from (Petrograd was the most 
important Russian commercial and in- 
dustrial town having access to the Bal- 
tic. It is situated at the southern ex- 
tremity of the Gulf of Riga, a stretch 
of water 100 miles long and 60 miles 
wide, Riga lying at the point where 
the Dvina empties into the gulf.

It had a very large 
German population before the opening 
of hostilities and it is interesting to 
note that it was founded in 1158 by 
German merchants as a storehouse, 
the city passing through the control of 
various northern nationalities during 
the centuries until finally, in 1721, it 
was incorporated with. the Russian 
empire. Its commercial standing is in- 
dicated by the fact that it was the 
third seaport of Russia, only Petro- 
grad and Odessa exceeding it in im- 
portance.

Berlin, September 3.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Today’s official report from the 
eastern front says that the German 
troops are making progress in ac- 
cordance with the plan mapped out. 
he announcement follows: 
“Army Group of Prince Leopold: 
After careful preparation Genman dl- 
visions on Sunday morning crossed the 
Dvina on both sides of Uxkull. The 
infantry crossing was preceded by a 
heavy bombardment by artillery and 
mine throwers. A footing was gained 
on the northern bank of the river 
after a short fight. Where the Rus-

129.000 MEN LOST | 
BY THE AUSTRIANS 
ON ITALIAN FRONT 


Germany Is Said to Be 
Sending Troops to Aid of 
Austrians, Especially in 
Region of the Carso. 


New York, September 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—In the Austro-Italian 
theater the Itallans have made further 
progress on the Bainsizza plateau and 
in the Brestovizza valley and at vari- 
ous points along the line have re- 
pulsed fresh counter attacks launched 
by the Austrians. Throughout this en- 
tire theater violent artillery duels are 
in progress from Tolmino to the sea. 
Advices to the Italian embassy in 
Washington are to the effect that along 
the front of the present offensive the 
Austrians have lost more than 128,000 
men. Reports from Udine, Italy, give 
tne Austrian losses as one-third of the 
first line army, 

The batteries of Field Marshal Haig 
are still pouring an _ incessant fire 
against the German trenches in Flan- 
ders, but as yet the anticipated new 
dash by his men to capture them has 
Doubtless the knocking 
down of the defenses has not reached 
the limits which the British commander 
always requires before he throws his 
infantrymen into the fray. 

On the remainder of the front In the 
west held by the British there have 
been the usual trench raiding opera- 
tions, in one of which south of Monchy- 
le-Preux German dug-outs and machine 
guns were destroyed and some prisoners 
taken. 

Artillery duels, which are somewhat 
violent in the Verdun region, are tak- 
ing place along the front where the 
French are facing the Germans. No 
infantry actions of importance have 
occurred.

AUSTRIANS SUFFER

Washington, September 3.—Austrian

Washington, September 3.—The sen- 


ate spent today’s holiday in the sharp- 
, est clashes of its fight over war profits 
taxation and again decisively defeated 
proposals of the high tax advocates. + 

Senator La Follette’s maximum 
amendment for war profits taxes, pro- 
posing a flat increase of 70 per cent 
over existing rates, was rejected by 
a vote of 55 to 20. Another by the 
Wisconsin senator for a 65 per cent in- 
crease was defeated 53 to 1T. 

The final vote on the war profits 
section is to be taken late Wednesday, 
but the bill’s provision as now written 
for an increase of about one-third, or 
$1,060,000,000, is expected to stand. To- 
morrow another amendment by_Sen- 
ator La Follette for a 60 per cent 
gross levy will come up, together with 
a complete subatitute proposal by Sen- 
ator Hollis, for the finance commit- 
tee’s compromise provision. 

Only Three Recruits Gained. 

Only three recruits were gained in 
today’s voting by the high tax advo- 
cates in addition to the seventeen who 
‘voted Saturday fér Senator Johnson's 


tax. Senators King, McKellar and 
Trammell voted for both of the La 
Follette proposals. On the 65 per cent

its.”" His remarks caused Senator Sim- 
mons, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, to suggest that the Wisconsin 
senator was attempting to “hoodwink” 
the senate, and provoked two hot 
clashes, in which both senators were 
declared out of order by the presiding 
officer. 

Senator La Follette contended that 
the committee’s new plan would not 
increase the tax burden of great cor- 
porations, but would exempt. their 
large surpluses. Thig was vehement- 
ly denied by Senater Simmons. 

La Follette Renews Attack. 

Renewing his attack on the war 
profits section, Senator La Follette 
declared the method devised by 
the committee for ascertaining the 
capital of corporations is unworkable. 
The placing of authority on the secre- 
tary of the treasury to ascertain the 
capital of corporations in contested 
cases, he insisted, would be tantamount 
to accepting the statements of the 
corporations unchallenged, because it 
would be a physical impossibility to 
make, investigations in the time this 
bill ould be effective. 

Under the substitute proposition it 
would be possible, he declared, for 
corporations, by inflation of values 
for trade-marks, good will and other 
means, to reduce the amount of their 
profits so as to lower the taxes they 
would be called upon to pay. 

The senator arouséd Chairman Sim- 
mons by declaring it was proposed to 
take ‘“‘the lives of our boys, the heads 
of our families and all the people have 
wot,” but leave “these money-making 
corporations their profits, taking only 
72 per cent and leaving them 28 per 
cent of their blood profits to add to the 
peace profits and their capital unim- 
paired.”’ 

Senator Simmons denied that the bill 
would exempt corporations’ surplus 
from taxation and intimated that Sen- 
ator La FPollette was “attempting to 
hoodwink the senate.” 

Senator La Follette demanded that 
Mr. Simmons be declared out of order. 

“I will not yield to any man whom 
impugns my motives,” he thundered. 

Senator Simmons later disputed Sen- 
ator La Follette’s statement that the 
bill, as recent amended, would not 
take more taxes from the United States 
Steel corporation than it would have 
as originally reported. If the compa- 
ny’s profits were the same this year 
as last, he said, Senator La Follette’s 
argument would be sound, but its prof- 
its were estimated to be much larger 
this year and the committee, by pro- 
posing a new maximum levy on war 


profits, expected to obtain much more 
revenue from it 
Steel Corporation Taxes. 

Senator Johnson interrupted to ask 
Chairman Simmons if the steel corpora- 
iton would be compelled to pay only 
a tax on war profits.of about $5659,000,- 
000 instead of $7 00,000 as he had 
declared previously. The North Caro- 
lina senator admitted that was substan- 
tially correct. 

Senator La,.Follette charged that the 
amended bill would reduce the taxes 
of corporations. Chairman Simmons as- 
serted the Bethlehem Steel company 
would pay $25,045,090 under the orig- 
inal bill, Senator LaFollette said, while 
the committee's financial expert esti- 
mated it at $21,835,994, but the amended 
bill would only levy $19,729,060. 

“I maintain the form of amendment 
is a temptation to all corporations to 
swell their capitalization,” the Wig- 
consin senator continued. “It invites 
over-capitalization.”’ 

Now is the time for the United States 
to show how this war is to be financed, 
Senator La Follette declared, if the coun- 
try is to escape financial ruin; adding 
that from now on the demand for-men- 
ey with which to conduct this war will 
increase, 

“We are adopting a plan of finance 
ing the war that is fraught with the 
greatest danger to our finances and is 
an injustice to the people,” he contin- 
ued. ‘This tax bill is 24 per cent of the 
total amount that has to be raised 
either by bond issue or taxes if you 
leave out the amount loaned to our 
allies. If you do take that into account, 
it amounts to only 14 per cent. We 
don’t know if we are going to collect 
from our allies or pot. 

“We are starting out this war ona 
lower percentage of taxation than the 
civil war, or the percentage duping the 
Mexican war. I say that usder the 
pressure of keeping down the taxes on 
corporations and the 
rich we are being pressed back across 
the danger line. No government on 
earth can stand the strain this war 
makes on finances.” 

Estimating twenty million families 
in the country, Senator La Follette said 
every billion dollars of war expense 
would mean a burden of fifty dollars 
for each family head. 

Senator Simmons declared that under 
the bill as it now stands at least half 
the corporations of tHe country will be 
taxed more than before, the tax alone 
of the Steel corporation amounting to 
$183,734,000 this year, while the tax to 
be paid by the DuPont Powder company 
will be ten million more, and that of 
the General Motors, $1,500,000. The 
net increase to be paid by twenty lead- 
ing corporations of the country will 
amount to $21,136,000, he said. 

Senator Frelinghuysen said the La- 
Follette proposal was fraught with 
great danger to business interests. 

“To impose such unfair taxes and im- 
pair industry.” he said, “would practi- 
cally make certain the victory of Ger- 
many.” 

Borah Wants 60 Per Cent Levy. 


Senator Borah addressed the senate 
at length in favor of a tax of at least 
60 per cent. 

Citing the increasing war expense 
estimates of Secretary McAdoo, Senator 
Borah said he believed they ultimately 
would reach between $22,000,000,000 and 
$23,000,000,000 and possibiy $25,000,000,- 
000 for the first year, including loans 
to the allies. 

“This bill probably will finally pro- 
vide $2,500,000,000 in taxes,” he con- 
tinued. “There is no record in history 
of such a shrinking from duty by a 
legislative body. Congress has met 
this war with courage and amplitude 
of means, but when we meet taxation 
we shrink from performance of our 
manifest duty. 

“Is $2,500,000,000 in taxes the stand- 
ard of patrioti that men of wealth 
are willing to contPNoute to the war? I 
do not believe it.”

question whether Germany was respon- 
sible for the war. This accusation is 
especially ridiculous amd comic out of 
the mouth of Mr. Wilson, this demo- 
cratic ally of democratic -England, 
which used oligarchical Russia as an 
acommodating accessory. If Mr. Wil- 
son’s democratic conscience had always 
been as susceptible as he now pretends, 
he would have declined to play an im- 
ortant role in Anglo-Russian plans. 

n a word, he would not now be in 
this war, which is the product of arbi- 
trary world despotism, and stand where 
he now actually does. He would not 
employ against Germany that 
poisonous weapon which is so abhorrent 
to the princfpies of democracy, namely, 
a conscious liar. 

“Fortunately we are no longer de- 
fenseless against this style of fighting. 
Our answer has-been given and our 
witnesses are not under suspicion. 
President Wilson is no longer address- 
ing neutral spectators as he formerly 
did. He is now talking at Germany 
which, as he full well knows, is not 
called upon to undergo an internal 
crisis and which is demanding for it- 
self a larger measurevof the right of 
self-government, in a different sense, 
however, than conceived by Mr. Wil- 
son. 
“Mr. Wilson has attempted to draw 
to his side the German people, which 
is now striking for recognition of its 
majority. He differentiates between the 
government and people of Germany. 
The former, he opposes; the latter not. 
His refusal of the pope’s offer, there- 
fore, is specious. He declines to negoti- 
ate with ‘autocratic’ Germany, but not 
with the German people. He is only 
willing to accept assurances from the 
German government, if they are sub- 
stantiated as represting the expressed 
will of the German people. 

Wilson’s Demand Superfiuous. 

“If Mr. Wilson has in mind the dec- 
larations heretofore made by the Ger- 
man government, his demand is super- 
fluous. These declarations have been 
substantiated by the German people; 
they have emanated from the German 
people and the government has ap- 
proved them. The first conditivn for 
that system of government which Mr. 
Wilson has in mind is therefore given, 
namely, the nation’s will to determine 
the direction of its politics. This is 
demonstrated in the reichstag’s peace 
resolution. The movement is a genuine 
movement for liberty and this path 
which Germany has taken without ad- 
vice from her foes does not lead to a 
sham democracy. The movement re- 
spects the rights of a nation and op- 
Nposes every oppression of a people. For 
this very reason and in contrast to 
England and the United States, this 
movement does not content itself with 
merely giving to the nations the right 
to decide their own destiny for the 
purpose of disintegrating and deliver- 
ing them up to the despotism of a few 
over-powerful factors. 

“This movement purposes also by vir- 
tue of this self-determination to teach 
nations to further neighborly interests, 
thus producing an honest league of the 
weaker nations, which collectively will 
be strong and free and capable of de- 
fending themselves. This is the politi- 
cal aim which Germany has in view 
for herself and the European contl- 
nent, and the acme of which would be 
secured through parliamentarization. 
“If President Wilson desires to nego- 
tiate with Germany on this basis he 
may soon have the desired opportunity.” 
WILSON’S NOTE PARTISAN, 

SAY VIENNA EDITORS. 

Amsterdam,’ September 3.—The Vien- 
na Nieue Frei Presse, commenting on 
President Wilson's note, says: 

“Even an unprejudiced perusal must 
lead to the conclusion that President 
Wilson's reply is the most partisan pres- 
entation imaginable, that lacks all jus- 
tice; is filled with malignity and preju- 
dice against Germany and shows that 
President Wilson has no inkling of Ger- 
many’s political institutions on the char- 
actew of the German. people. 

‘President Wilson appears to know 
nothing either of the isolation policy 
or that France is at least as militarist 
as Germany. He has not read that in 
the Sowkhomlinoff trial the clearest 
proof that has been given that the 
war was unchained by the military 
caste of Russia, even against the czar’s 
will.

If Germany lay prostrate, her army de- 
stroyed and fleet hors de combat, no 
more degrading terms could be pro- 
posed by the president of the United 
States. 

“The fuct has been made clear that 
by rights of self-determination the en- 
tente understanding nothing but their 
own determination of the fate of hos- 
tile peoples, President Wilson simply 
declares the resolve to force his will 
on the German people.

Sistance of the central powers can no 
more be broken by the force of arms 
than by a starvation war, the attempt is 
made by enemies to implant the metas- 
tasis germ in the*peoples of the cen- 
tral powers.

AMAKE TO THE WAR, 
URGES ELIHU ROOT 


German Victory Means De- 
mocracy’s Death, He Says. 
Lawyers Urged to Raise 
“Cry of Alarm” to Stir the 
Country.

Saratoza Springs, N. Y., September 3.— 
Lawyers of America were urged to 
sound a “cry of alarm” throughout the 
nation for a successful prosecution of 
the war, in an address delivered to- 
days by Elihu Root before the confer- 
ence of Bar association delegates, an 
organization allied with the American 
Bar association, He urged that each 
member of the bar “exert every influ- 
ence and every power he possibly pos- 
sesses over his clients, friends and as- 
sociates in every community,” in tnat 
direction. 

“It has become perfectly evident,” 
he said, “that this is a conflict between 
two opposite and inevitably opposed 
systems of government, of policy, of 
politics, of human society. It has be- 
come perfectly evident that the war 
was brought on with a purpose to es- 
tablish a military autocracy. It has 
become perfectly evident that more than 
a generation of careful preparation had 
been made for this very thing, and that 
tne democracies of the world, rejoic- 


ing-in peace and prosperity, in political 
freedom and.in inaividue’ iiberty, were 
in great measure and in differing de- 
gree unprepared to meet this attack 
upon them. . 

“Slowly they have gathered to the 
support of the principle of their lives, 
the principle upon which they live, 
against the adverse attack on this prin- 
ciple, the domination of which means 
the deatn of democracy and the ever- 
lasting destruction of the system of in- 
dividual liberty of which we are the 
high priests of the bar. 

America Fights for Liberty. 


“So long as there exists a great and 
powerful military autocracy which has 
the purpose to secure domination by 
military force, just so long republics, 
democracies and countries which pre- 
serve individual freedom and individual 
rights—countries which subordinate 
government to freedom—must be at the 
mercy of er As well go to 
sleep with a burglar sitting in your 
front hall as to talk about peace and 
security of a democracy with Germany 
still competent to pursue its career 
of domination. 

“We are in the fight, and the stake 
for which we fight is liberty, and it is 
our bar which stands at the door 
through whicn oppression would enter. 
It is not so easy for the farmer to see 
there will be a difference in his crops, 
or in the sale of them; for the manu- 
facturer to see that any one will stop 
wearing clothes or shoes, or using ma- 
chinery; but it is easy for us to see 
that with the domination of that mili- 
tary system that subordinates tne law, 
that makes the bar but a cog to an 
administrative system of government 
and leaves to the bench no independ- 
ence—it is easy for the lawyer to see 
that everythnig he has contended for 
of individual liberty and the supremacy 
of the law over executive power—will 
be attacked and destroyed if we do not 
succeed in this war.” 

Mr. Root spoke after he had been 
elected chairman of the conference. He 
was interrupted by applause many times 
during the address.

In reply to these remarks, we would say 
that on that Sunday afternoon, about 6 o'clock, 
our superintendent, Mr. Hipp, telephoned the 
writer that you had had such a conversation 
over the phone with Mr. Cresse, and Mr. Hipp 
stated that, as usual, on Sunday our fertilizer 
plant wa’ not running, but our chambers were 
in their usual operation, emitting no sulphur- 
ous gases or fumes—the only emission was the 
usual slight amount of nftrous smoke from the 
cupola, which, as explained in our letter of the 
23d, is neither injurious nor objectionable, and 
Mr. Hipp further remarked: “I observe that 
smoke from the steel plant is being carried by 
the wind, which is blowing from the west (just 
a little by south) in a little northeasterly di- 
rection, consequently the direction of the wind 
is such as would make it an impracticable and 
natural tmpossibility for odors, gas, or fumes 
escaping from our plant, if any, to reach Mr. 
Haverty or any other property situated in his 
neighborhood.” * * * * In complete line 
with the foregoing we have consulted the offi- 
cial records of the Weather Bureau situated at 
Atlanta, in connection with the course of the 
wind on that day, morning, afternoon and 
evening.

Since the government subscribed itself 
to make common cause with the entente 
allies in war upon Prussian autocracy we 
have heard much about a class officially 
listed as “alien enemies”—German subjects 
domiciled in this country. But there is an 
even more dangerous element composed of 
American citizens who, under one pretext 
or another, have been and are now doing 
everything within the scope of their power 
or influence to hamper the working out of 
their country’s military policies. 

They are not “alien enemies,” but 
enemies, nevertheless, to their country. 
They are native enemies, the enemies at 
home, more insidious and more harmful than 
any alien, and some of them are in high 
places. 

For igstance, there is William Hale 
Thompson, mayor of America’s second city, 
Chicago, who has just put the capstone on a 
structure of unpatriotic, if not seditious, ae- 
tions—official and semi-official—by openly 
defying the governor of his state and con- 
niving with a so-called “pacifist” band to 
hold a meeting of menace and to organize a 
national movement looking to the crippling 


of this government’s arm in the war and. 


the correspgnding strengthening of the war- 
arm of this*country’s enemy. 

_ This un-American, unpatriotic band had 
been refused the tolerance of three states 
in succession. The authorities of North 
Dakota, Wisconsin and Minnesota had for 
bidden .its members to hold their pro 
posed meeting within their respective states, 
Then the governor of Illinois followed suit, 
denying them the right to meet in his juris 
diction, on the grounds that their meeting 
was “designed for the purpose of bringing 
on draft riots and obstructing the govern- 
ment in othér respects.” 

But Mayor Thompson bade them go 
ahead; and he set the police to protect them 
while they hurried through with their ses- 
sion before state troops could be rushed to 
the city to enforce the governor’s orders. 
In other words, the mayor defied the author- 
ity of the governcr and took advantage of 
the absence of troops from the city in order 
to help hamstring his own country and play 
into the hand of the kaiser! 

What of such a mayor, anyhow! What 
of such an American! Yet he is about to 
open his campaign for the United States 
senate! 

However, should he, by any freak turn 
of politics, succeed in attaining the senate, 
he will not.be alone there. He will, re- 
grettable as it is, find a few—a very few— 
kindred spirits there, in men who, from the 
first day of our armed hostilities, have 
blocked their country’s progress to the limit 
of their capabilities. 

Just what is the object of Thompson, and 
those of his ilk in the United States senate 
and out of it, is something hard to fathom. 
What do they expect to gain? 

Not friends, surely. Notoriety, possibly; 
but certainly not fame! 

A modicum of political support, perhaps; 
but that of a character that is shunned ana 
spurned by men of pride and high ideals. 

Indeed, the motives of such men are as 
mystifying to the average citizen as the 
motives of Senator Hardwick in introducing 
his anti-foreign service bill were to The New 
York Times, which, in its issue of last Satur- 
day said editorially: 

The senate military affairs committee 
~ yesterday voted unanimously against 

Senator Hardwick’s bill prohibiting the 

sending of drafted troops abroad without 

their consent. The bill could not have 
been introduced with any expectation 
that it would pass, or with any expecta- 
tion that the committee would even re- 
port it favorably. Its object was not to 
endear Senator Hardwick to the people 
of Georgia, for that patriotic people is 

' gupporting the government and the war 

with all its heart, and each new perform- 

ance of Hardwick’s merely kdds to the 
bitterness which Georgians feel over the 
way in which the great name of their 
’- gtate is being humbled in the senate by 

him. What was the object? 
We have no doubt what the effect was. 


Every such bill. and resolution, every 
speech against the war by a senator, is

hurried over to Rudsia and to Germany 
by the busy German agents here and made 
use of in both those countries, to con- 
vince the people that this country is 
not really in the war and will soon get 
out altogether. The aim is to hearten 
the Germans and dishearten the Russians. ~ 
If the Germans can be heartened suffi- 
ciently to hope for victory and the Rus- 
Sians disheartened sufficiently to con- 
clude a separate peace, then the task of 

q the young men we are sending to France 
will be rendered trebly ‘hard, and their: 
lives will be sacrificed in much great- 
er numbers in consequence. his is the , 
effect of such bills as Mr. ardwick’s. 
We do not know what their object is. 


Nor do we. Neither do we know the 
object of such actions as those of Hardwick’s 
anti-administration colleagues during the 
last few months, and of Mayor Thompson 
and his anti-American confederates; but we 
do know their effect, and how they disgust 
Americans with patriotic blood in their 
veins. 


THE NEGRO Y. M. C. A. FUND. 


In essaying to raise a fund of $10,000 with 
which to insure the speedy completion of 
the new negro Y. M. C. A. edifice the: col- 
ored denominations of Atfanta have em- 
barked upon an enterprise which merits the 
assistance of every public-spirited citizen, 
irrespective of race or nationality. 

Under any circumstances the purpose 
would be a commendable one, and the appeal 
should meet with hearty response; but it is 
peculiarly appropriate just at this time, on 
the eve of an influx of some 4,000 or more 
hegro recruits to the national army, who 
will be put in training at Camp Gordon. 

Those troops certainly will spend more 
or less time in Atlanta during their hours 
of recreation, and, as was pointed out at a 
meeting of ministers last week, unless they 
have a place to go to, where they may meet 
and spend a social hour under proper super- 
vision and amidst proper. surroundings. 
they will certainly congregate in less de- 
sirable places and evil results might follow. 

The Y. M. C. A. will afford an ideal solu- 
tion to that problem. More than that, the 
edifice proposed, when completed, will be a 
credit and object of civic pride to Atlanta. 

Therefore, while the negro churches of 
the city, with commendable courage and de- 
termination, have set about the task of re- 
cruiting the necessary funds within their 
own race and their own denomination. it 
nevertheless behooves every patriotic and 
every civicly loyal citizen to help in hasten- 
ing the completion of this plant. 


WHAT WOULD HE HAVE? 


A Seattle man—and a professor of polit- 
ical economy in a high school at that—has 
filed a categorical list of reasons why he 
claims exemption from military service for 
his country. Here it is: 


I am opposed to the taking of life in 
any way as being contrary to the funda- 
mental principles of morality and Chris- 
tianity. 

I believe in the sacredness of human life 
and my conscience forbids’ inflicting 
eflther death or injury on my fellow be- 
ings. 

I believe in the international brother- 
hood of man; that above all nations is 
humanity. 

I hold deeply to the conviction that 
no government has moral right to com- 
pel a citizen to kill his fellow man. Such 
an order on the part of a government is 
a direct command to commit murder. 

I am opposed to the present war in 
particular because it is not a war for 
democracy, but a war for imperialistic 
aggrandisement. - 

Any attempt to force me to undertake 
military service is a violation of the thir- 
teenth amendment to the constitution. 


Here is an American citizen, supported 
directly out of the treasury of his state, who 
owes his state for the education it gave him 
—or at least permitted him to acquire—who 
every day of his life enjoys the protection 
of the state’s laws and the liberties and the 
other attributes of blessed American citi- 
zenship, yet who is so ungrateful as to be 
unwilling to fight for his state and his coun- 
try when it is menaced by the blackest foe 
that ever “cut a throat or scuttled a ship!” 

Those things, in his opinion, are not 
worth fighting for! Or, if they are, he is 
unwilling to do his share of the necessary 
fighting, for fear that he might hurt some- 
body! 


He must admit—as every misguided 


pacifist must admit—that the heritages and 


blessings of American citizenship cannot 
now be saved without fighting. 

Then, what string would he be strumming 
upon one or two or three years hence did 
all American citizens assume his attitude 
aud refuse to fight? 

An appropriate way to treat such a man, 
who objects to doing anything for his coun- 
try in time of need, would be for the country 
to refuse hereafter to do anything for him! 

Suppose the government and the state 
were to single out such men, mark them and 
their houses and their households, and 
exempt them entirely from the protection 
and the beneficence of the flag— 

How long before they would be uttering 
the wail of Hale’s “Man Without a Country!” 
How long before they would be willing—nay, 
eager—to fight! :

Glove-Making Industry 
In Grenoble Paralyzed 
By High Price of Flour 
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OVER 100 LAWYERS 
HAVE ENTERED ARMY 
FROM ATLANTA ALONE 


LITTLE LOCALS 
ABOUT THINGS 
OF CITY INTEREST 


The unusual number of lawyers who have 
gone into officers’ training camps or other 
branches of government service incident to 
the war, has created such a scarcity in the 
profession as to affect the ordinary business 
of the courts. 

More than 100 lawyers have gone into the 
army from Atlanta alone, ‘and other com- 
munities over ‘the state have supplied them 
in proportion. As a rule, the large propor- 
tion of them are young lawyers associated 
with older firms, and this has left the latter 
largely without office assistance. 

This interesting situation is already re- 
flected in applications for admission to the 
law schools this fall. The Atlanta Law 
school has had many inquiries. bearing di- 
rectly on this point. Of course the old 
law firms will generally take these young 
men back at the end of the war, if they want 
to come; but the condition furnishes an in- 
teresting instance of the operation of the law 
of supply and demand as applied to talent. 
The indications are the law schools general- 
ly will be pretty well filled the coming 
session. 

Hamilton Douglas, dean of the Atlanta 
Law school, says the schools, too, are doing 
their share, the Atlanta institution having 
furnished some fifteen or twenty young men 
to the two training camps. The Atlanta Law 
school opens for the new term on October l, 
and the prospects are it will have a splendid 
attendance.

His lecture will be supplemented 
by moving pictures showing aviators in 
training, and by a practical demonstration of 
an applicant for air service. 

Thousands of aviators are to be recruited 
from the southeast, of which Atlanta is to 
be made the center of activities. Dr. Dun; 
bar Roy and Dr. Howard Hall, who comprise 
the medical examining commission under 
the command of Captain H. H. Richards, 
are weekly examining sixty applicants.

Washington, September 3.—‘One of the 
many curious trade reflexes of the world 
war is revealed in a report recently re- 
ceived from the United States consul at 
Grenoble, France, in which it is stated that 
the great glove-making industry of this fa- 
mous Old capital of the Dauphine district 
is seriously jeopardized by the inability to 
secure flour at normal prices. The flour 
is used extensively in the preparation of 
the skins from which no less than 800,000 
dozen pairs of gloves were made annually 
before the war in this district, giving em- 
ployment to 24,000 persons, four-fifths of 
whom were women,” says a@ war geography 
bulletin of the National Geographic Society 
issued today on Grenoble, the chief city of 
the department of Isere in southeastern 
France, 75 miles by rail from Lyons. 

“With a population of more than 75,000 
in 1914, Grenoble is one of the most beauti- 
fully situated cities in France. It is built 
on @ 700-foot embankment on both sides of 
the River Isere just above its confluence 
with the Drac, and it is almost completely 
girdled with mountains, some of which rise 
to an elevation of 10,000 feet. To the north 
tower the heights of the Grand Chartreuse, 
which lends its name to the monastery famil- 
iarly known as the birthplace of a famous 
liquer. Before the war thousands of tour- 
ists from ‘wn gland and America flocked here 
every season, 

“Most of the newer portion of the city, 
with its broad, straight thoroughfares, lies 
on the left bank of the Isere while the small, 
original town, with narrow, tortuous streets, 
nestles at the foot of the southern slope 
of Mount Rachais, on the right bank. Back 
of the old town is a succession of fortifica- 
tions extending up the heights, and these 
are part of the defenses disposed over the 
surrounding hills, making Grenoble one of 
the most strongly -fortified towns in all 
France. 

“Grenoble has been a stronghold since 
the days of Roman occupation. Both Diocie- 
tion and Maximian contributed to its de- 
fenses in the third century, but the town, 
which occupies the site of a village of the 
Alloborges, derives its name from a Roman 
emperor of the succeeding century-—Gratian, 
he who prohibited heathen worship in Rome, 
and during whose reign Christianity became 
dominant throughout the empire. Gratia- 
nopolis it was then called, but was later 
corrupted and shortened to Grenoble. | 

“After the disintegration of the Roman 
empire Grenoble was in turn a possession.of 
the Franks and the Burgundians and then a 
part of the kingdom of Provence... In the 
middle ages the city and its province of Dau- 
phine were under the domination of its 
bishops for many years. They were suc- 
ceeded by the Counts of Albon, who assumed 
the title of Dauphin du Viennois, In the 
middle of the fourteenth century the counts

South to Be in Saddle 
At Conclusion of War, 
Say Northern Bankers 


Frank Hawkins, president of the Third 
National bank. who has just returned from 
a business trip to New York, where he was 
in conference with bankers and others, 
found a widespread belief that the south 
will be in even better condition after the war 
than now, and will continue so for a long 
time. 

“There are two somewhat widely varying 
opinions regarding the war,” Mr. Hawkins 
said. “Thee prevailing belief is the war will 
go on for at least two years to come, largely 
on account of the Russian situation, and be- 
cause, too, it will take up until next spring 
or summer to get our forces ready to strike 
a heavy blow. 

“In the meantime, business and financial 
interests are considering possible conditions 
following the war. There are those who 
think recovery will be slow and business 
slack. They express the belief that Euro- 
pean countries will hobble along and 
rebuild slowly. On the other hand, there 
is a strongly developed school of business 
thought along the line that recovery will be 
rapid, that rebuilding will go forward with 
a rush, and that there will be wide demand 
for men and materials at good prices. 

“But the best part about it all is the 
general sentiment that the south will be in 
the saddle, no matter what turn if taken 
by business conditions generally afrter the 
war. I found almost universal expression 
to this effect among business and financial 
interests. 

“It was pointed out that the world has 
got to have our gotton, our turpentine and 
naval stores, our lumber, our foodstuffs, 
in fact, everything we grow and make down 
here.”’

VEGETABLES FOR THE BABY. 

The feeding of fresh green vegetables to 
young babies is advisable, as a rule, from 
the age of six or seven months. Green 
vegetables contain needed food-iron and other 
mineral elements, as well as vitamins. 

A large proportion of the mineral content 
of vegetables is lost in the water in boiling. 
This includes phosphorus, potassium, 
sodium: the only minerai element not ap- 
preciably lost in boiling is the calcium (lime). - 
Steam cooking effects a distinct saving in the 
Especially is 


iron, 


mineral content of vegetables. 
this true of steam-cooked spinach. 


Such vegetables as carrots, spinach, on- 


ions, string beans, asparagus and potatoes, 


steam-cooked or boiled, and run through a 
grinder to pulverize or thoroughly mash into 
a smooth fine pulp, should be fed daily to 
babies after the seventh month. Or they 
may be rubbed through a fine sieve, as sug- 
gested by Holt, so that no undigestible lumps 
will be left. This is necessary until the qhild 
can chew the vegétables. 

It is a mistake to keep babies on the bot- 
tle for long periods, to the exclusion of other 
and better foods than milk. It is in just 
such cases that the worst types of malnutri- 
tion are commonly seen. Some mothers keep 
babies on the bottle as long as two years, 
and that is a deplorable error. 

Green vegetables furnish material useful 
for the growth of bone and other tissues, as 
well as for making good blood. 

Fresh vegetables thus cooked and sieved 
may be fed to the baby from a spoon. At 
first only a teaspoonful or two should be 
given at a meal. After a month or more a 
tablespoonful or two may be given. 

Such use of vegetables in the diet of 
babies is particularly essential when there is 
a tendency to rickets, and is actually cura- 
tive in cases of scurvy. Both of these dis- 
eases are far too common among the babies 
of even the well-to-do class when a too 
rigid adherence to the ancient theory of milk 
feeding exclusively is the rule. 

This sort of counsel will gladden the heart 
of many a grandma, but if you have noticed, 
scientific medicine is prone to return to 
grandma’s methods in more than one fleld 
nowadays. We beg to add, however, that it 
is just as bad as ever for a baby to eit at 
the table and be subjected to feeding experi- 
ments by any and all who are inclined to 
give the little chap a taste of this, that and 
the other unsuitable food.

and other fats, berries with seeds, brown 
rice, corn dishes of all kinds, oatmeal, wheat 
bran.

ANSWER—The individual so affected 
should have his dentist put his teeth in the 
best possible condition and “undergo a 
thorough physical examination by his phyai- 
cian. <A remedy sometimes very helpful for 
bleeding gums ipecac, used as a mouthwash 
on the toothbrush, and not immediately 
rinsed away. Ten drops of fluid extract of 
ipecac in an ounce of alcohol, and a few 
drops of this night and morning to brush 
teeth and gums.

The world’s sugar supply is estimated 
this year at 18,659,792 tons, against an 
average production of 18,712,997. Ameri- 
can consumption fer the first half of 
the present year was slightly larger 
than last year, which the food admin- 
istration attributes to hoarding within 
the household.

CIVIL WAR PRICES 
ON SEA ISLAND COTTON 
ALMOST REACHED 


Valdosta,.Ga., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Sea Island cotton mar- 
ket opened yesterday with No. 1 
cotton selling at 70c a pound. This 
is the highest price on the local 
market in fifty years, or the year 
after the close of the civil war, 
when Sea Island cotton went to 
more than $1 a pound. 

The receipts yesterday were about 
50 bales. These figures are expect- 
ed to be rapidly increased from now 
on, as the crop is opening rapidly 
and will practically all be harvest- 
ed within thirty days. The boll 
weevil has done enormous damage 
to the crop, destroying in some séc- 
tions three-fourths of it, and in the 
most favored sections fully ‘a hale. 

Good judges estimate that not more 
than one-third of a normal crop 
will be made in this and adjoining 
counties. There is'a general expec- 
tation, however, that the price will 
go to a dollar a pound, and if it 


should do this early in the season, 
the farmers will realizg more from 
one-third of a crop than they have 
in former years for bumper crops. 

There have been seasons in the 
past when Sea Islands sold as low 
as 15ec for jthe best grades. Short 
cotton hasfiot been damaged as seri- 
ously by the boll weevil as has the 
Sea Island. The weevils’ toll of the 
former will probably average one- 
third of the normal yield.
